schools.  They  went  to  Scituate 
High  first  because  of  the  previ- 
ous year’s  high  turnout  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year, 
where  the  program  was  accept- 
ed by  the  School  Committee. 
Fortified  by  the  success  of  Scit- 
uate’s  program,  Munro  ap- 
proached the  Cohasset  School 
Committee  in  mid  January  with 
a similar  proposal.  It  was  unani- 
mously accepted. 

For  the  time  being,  Munro 
said,  the  focus  of  the  program  is 
on  the  Jr. /Sr.  high  school  stu- 
dents. Munro  and  part-time 
staff,  Annette  Marquis  and 
CETA  workers  Pat  Martek, 
John  Gibbons  and  Mark  Barto- 
loni  have  established  largely  two 
parts  to  the  ADA  program  — 
“awareness”  sessions  which  in- 
vite large  numbers  of  students 
and  teachers  to  attend  films  and 
video  tapes  on  announced  top- 
ics and  ‘‘in-class’’  visits  which 
are  in  return  extended  to  Mun- 
ro's  team. 

"This  type  of  program  starts 
out  slowly,"  Munro  said,  "but 
once  the  administration  says 
you  can  have  a pass  to  go  down 
to  the  auditorium  during  a 
study  or  when  a teacher  allows 
a class  to  come  down,  it  mush- 
rooms.” ADA  sessions  are  not 
mandatory,  he  added. 

A1  MacDonald,  director  of 
the  Alternative  School,  Munro 
said,  has  been  a tremendous 
help  in  introducing  ADA  ses- 
sions into  the  classroom  and 
next  week  Munro  will  visit  Mac- 


Donald’s classes.  Munro  ex- 
plained that  when  ADA  is  in- 
vited into  the  classroom,  a topic 
is  designed  to  fit  the  class.  For 
instance,  last  week  Paul  Deig- 
nan  of  the  Council  and  director 
of  the  ‘Troubled  Employee’ 
program  there,  spoke  to  Doris 
Lahage’s  business  class  on 
working  and  drinking. 

‘Elm  Street,’  a popular  film 
depicting  a young  girl  who 
grows  up  in  an  alcoholic  family, 
is  a good  example,  Munro  said, 
of  a program  that  not  only 
opens  up  discussion  but  also 
supplies  teachers  with  topics  to 
which  students  can  respond  in 
writing. 

Within  ADA  individual 
counseling  is  offered  students 
referred  by  the  guidance  depart- 
ment. Munro  or  his  staff  may 
speak  with  these  students  once 


and  then  further  counseling 
must  be  approved  by  parents. 
Talks  with  students  often  re- 
main informal  or  ‘‘on  the  radi- 
ators,” Munro  said  laughingly, 
that  is  in  the  corridors,  cafe- 
terias and  smoking  courtyards. 

“The  school  administration 
gives  us  pretty  free  rein,”  Mun- 
ro said.  "We’re  neither  fish  nor 
foul,  and  that’s  a good  position 
to  be  in.  We’re  a private  agency 
and  we  have  earned  the  right  to 
be  in  the  school.  We  are  in  the 
school,  not  of  it.  We  have  been 
very  well  received.” 

So  far,  Munro  said,  he  has 
seen  the  benefits  of  ADA  in  the 
willingness  of  the  students  to 
come  to  sessions  without  prod- 
ding. And  in  several  instances, 
family  involvement  with  other 
portions  of  the  alcohol  educa- 
tion program  has  resulted  from 
the  child's  interest  in  school.

years  ago  when  the  Navy 
discontinued  the  Yard  and  a 
citizens’  group  determined 
that  a wealth  of  artifacts 
associated  with  the  vessel  and 
the  Yard  should  be  preserved 
and  displayed.  The  museum 
thus  became  a part  of  a 
developing  complex  of  institu- 
tions at  the  Yard  giving  a 
historic  panorama  of  Boston  in 
the  early  days  of  the  nation. 

The  Cohasset  Historical  So- 
ciety itself  maintains  three 
museums  in  the  Village  Cen- 
ter. including  a Maritime  Mu- 
seum which  displays  a great 
many  artifacts  and  mementoes 
of  Cohassct's  maritime  his- 
tory.
